Former Owner of Milroy Mill Ac- 


cused of Converting Deposited 


Grain to Own Use 


GARY RATION IS A WITNESS 


Says he Deposited 350 Bushels of 


Wheat There Last February 


And Never Was Paid 


Thomas BoMorff, former proprie- 


tor of the Enterprise Milling com- 
pany of Milroy, was placed on trial 
in rircuil court today on -the charge 
contained in a grand jury indict- 
ment of converting for his own use 
grain which had been stored in the 
elevator by farmers living in 
the 


vicinity of Milroy. 
Since the al: 


leged offense, Mr. Bottorff has gone 
through bankruptcy court and the 
mill lias been sold 
to an Indiana- 


polis firm. 


The first • evidence was not intro- 


duced 
until this 
afternoon, the 


whole morning being required to get 
a Jury. Gary Patton, a farmer who 
is alleged to liave suffered through 
Botforff's alleged illegal acts, was 
the first witness for the state. 


He testified that he stored about 


350 bushel' of wheat in the Enter- 
prise mill in 'Fein-nary of this year 
and that in 
March • he asked Mr. 


Bottorff if he would 
buy it. 'The' 


witness said Bottorff replied he had 
no money to pay for it, but that -he 
thought things would shape up MO he 
could buy^jt 
Later, 
the witness 


stated, he asked 
Bottorff for 
'thei 


•wheat and B^rtt'o'rff angered'that he 
did not have it. The state exhibited 
receipts which Patton received when 
he stored the wheat. 


Nothing was brought out in cross 


examination of Mr. Patton 
which 


materiaJly changed 
his story. 
It 


was shown by the defense that Mr. 
Patton had been doing business with 
Mr. Bottorff. for ten or fifteen years, 
or ever since he had owned the En- 
terprise mill, and that 
Patton al- 


ways stored his wheat there and 
•fold it to Bottorff when he thought 
fhe price was right. 


The whole morning was required 


to get a jury, so many of the tales- 
man having already formed an op- 
inion in regard to the case, 
this 


making them ineligible to sit on the 
jury- 


Tie specific charge against Mr. 


Bottorff is that of unlawfully 
re- 


moving and 
converting to his own 


use deposited grain. He was in- 
dicted by the grand jury during the 
last term of court 
and gave bonfl 


for $1,000 pending trial if the case. 


•Mr. Bottorff, 
who* was formerly 


proprietor of the Enterprise Mill at 
Milroy, was forced into bantkruptey 
1>y his creditors and (he mill 
was 


sold to an Indianapolis firm several 
weeks ago. It is now being operated 
night and day. Several civil suits to 
roller I judgments alleged to be due 
for grain de]X>sited by fanners in 
the elevator, were recently dismiss- 
ed since the affairs of the concern 
•were settled 
in bankruptcy pro- 


ceedings.
